A sound truck toured the usual- 
ly peaceful city of Milford Monday 
night and early Tuesday morning, 
With an unusual message coming 
forth from its loudspeaker. Over 
the radio the same message was 
repeated to the people of Milford. 
Throughout the night physicians 
hurried from house to house, tak- 
ing care of 100 persons who had 
suddenly become ill. 

No one knew the itinerant ped- 
dler who sold the cream puffs to 
these Milford people. It was _ be- 
lieved he was from Boston, but 
nobody even bothered to get his li- 
cense number. Of course if the 
people of Milford had taken the 
pains to buy their cream puffs in 
one of the local shops, they proba- 
bly would have had fewer pains in 
the Jong run. The shop would be 


there the next day, and you're 
pretty careful of what you sell 
when you know the people to 


whom you sell can walk in on you 
the next day, 

This could have been in Andover. 
We have plenty of peddlers visit- 
ing our homes; some of them come 
on foot, others peddle from trucks. 
Most of them you don’t know. 
They'll sell 'you everything from 
brushes to ice cream. In some 
cases they themselves are unfor- 
tunate, sucked into the house-to- 
house selling game by ridiculous 
promises of huge profits. Then they 
find they have to buy the samples 
which they show and buy the 
samples which they give away. 
Others are hired by firms whose 
products won't sell in a_ store 
where better products are shown. 
All of them come from concerns 
which do not have enough com- 
munity interest to establish a store 
or to sell their products through 
a store which pays taxes in the 
town. Among the worst offenders 
are ice cream trucks which are al- 
lowed to park along the roadway 
and vend their cream without pay- 
ing their just share of the tax levy. 

It’s safer to trade with some one 
you know, it’s less expensive in the 
long run, and it helps your town. 
“No” is an awfully good word to 
use on the peddlers who come to 
our door.

for she occasionlly helped Mr. Bal- 
lard Holt, then in charge, and sub- 
stituted for him during his vaca- 
tions. Miss Brown became librarian 
on September Ist, 1906, and on 
October 1st of that year Miss 
Twichell gave up the art gallery to 
assist in the just-started reorgani- 
zation of the library. 

Though untrained in technical 
methods, Miss Twichell brought to 
her new work a fine education, be- 
ing a graduate of Abbot Academy 
and of the Oswego State Normal 
School for Teachers. She had 
taught kindergarten in Rutland, 
Vermont, for seven years before 
making her home in Andover, and 
had also traveled extensively in 
Europe, spending one whole year 
in Turkey. 

During the summer of 1907, she 
attended the professional courses 
given by the New York State Li- 
brary School at Albany, complet- 
ing them with honor, and thus ac- 
quiring a broader knowledge of the 
work to which she was to give so 
many years. She began, that same 
winter, a series of story hours for 


children which were held in the 
Trustees’ room. They were so 
popular that the capacity of the 
room proved far inadequate, for 


only eighteen children could be ac- 
commodated, when fifty wished to 


come. In this undertaking Miss 
Twichell was so successful that 
she often, ‘by invitation, told 


stories in the publie schools. 


Year after year the Literature 
department of the November Club 
depended—and still depends—upon 


Miss Twichell to give them a sum- 
mary of the interesting new books 
of each season, and she has fre- 
quently given it for the entire club 
membership. She has often been in 
demand speaker by other 
clubs and organizations.

All connected with the library 
organization united to welcome the 
guests; trustees and their wives; 
the members of the staff, as ushers, 
including Miss Martha Byington, 
long-time head of the branch li- 
brary in Ballardvale; and, in the 
junior room, Miss Robinson, with 
girls from the library club of the 
junior high school, who served 
fruit punch. Mr. Maclaren and Mrs. 
Donaldson, the caretakers, were 
hovering about with looks of proud 
ownership. 

The reading room was attrac- 
tively decorated with a profusion of 
lilacs and small evergreens. From 
the sister libraries of Phillips Acad- 
emy and Abbot Academy came 
beautiful bouquets, one of callas, 
lavender stock, and delphinium, 
and ‘the other of pink roses. 

The guests were given an oppor- 
tunity to sign a register \beautifully 
hand-bound in red, which was pre- 
sented to Miss Brown in recog- 
nition of what she has achieved in 
the library during the years of her 
administration. 

Many people may not know how 
a library happened to be_ estab- 
lished in Andover so early, several 
years before the general movement 
for public libraries in this country 
began, It came about in this way. 
In 1870, five years after the close 
of the Civil War, John Smith, 
whose portrait hangs in the read- 
ing room, was travelling in Hurope, 
and was much impressed with the 
public facilities for book lending, 
particularly in Germany, compared 
with those on this side of the At- 
lantic. The idea came to him of 
starting a plan for a soldiers’ me- 
morial in his own town, which 
should include a free library. His 
letter outlining ‘the project is on 
record, His brother, Peter Smith, 
and John Dove at once took up the 
matter, and all together offered a 
nucleus of $35,000 on condition that 
the town would provide the land. 

At a public meeting, a committee 
was appointed consisting of Hon. 
Francis Cogswell, Rey. Charles 
Smith, Samuel H. Taylor, Solomon 
Holt, William G. Means, David Mid- 
dleton, and Samuel Raymond, After 
the site was purchased by the town, 
it was decided to raise the further 
amount needed by popular subscrip- 
tion instead of by taxation. 

A look at the list of contributors, 
which can be seen in the large ex- 
hibition show case in the reading 
room, will show how hearty and 
Senerous the response was. The 
names of whole families appear in 
some cases, with sums ranging 
from ten cents to five hundred dol- 
lars. Beside the subscription book 
is placed the now precious certifi- 
cate given to the first of these con- 
tributors, John Flint. The list was 
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kept by BE. Kendall Jenkins, whose 
term as trustee for fifty-three years 
was the longest of any member, 
and included many years of service 
as president. The whole amount 
was close to $63,000, given by 708 
contributors, 

The next year, 1871, the corner- 
stone was laid and in 1872, ‘the first 
trustees were elected at town meet- 
ing. Joseph W. Smith was the first 
president, and Samuel Raymond,

secretary, heading the long list of | 
representative Andover citizens 
who have given time and careful 
thought to the interests of this im- | 
portant institution. 


In the sixty-six years there have 
been but two librarians. Ballard 
Holt, Civil War veteran, served 
from 1873 to September 1906, when 
Miss Brown came into office. In 
1926 the building, by vote of the 
town, was remodeled and enlarged, | 


providing the present adequate and 
convenient quarters. 


The steady and almost phenom- 
enal increase in the circulation of 
books during the past few years is 
a sure indication that the people 
of Andover will be expecting more 
and more of their library. It is also 
a challenge to the town to stand 
behind the trustees and the new 
librarian with support commen- 
surate with still growing demands.
